STAND BY DISMISSED SEVEN.

Insurgent Band at Mary Thompson 
Hospital Carry Complaint to Mascu- 
line Board of Trustees. 


Thirteen other members of the staff of 
physicians of the Mary Thompson Hospital 
for Women yesterday caught the spirit of 
revolt which led to the summary expulsion 
of seven members of the staff and two ih- 
ternes, and expressed it in a letter of pro- 
test which was mailed late at night to the 
board of managers of the institution. They 
ask the recall of the dismissed women, 
stating that they cannot remain on the staff 
and retain their self-respect unless this is 
done. ö 

Aggressive tactics aleo were adopted in 
their own behalf by the seven insurgents, 
who took an appeal from the feminine board 
of managers to the masculine board of 
trustees of the hospital. It was by the 
former that they were ousted. The latter, 
however, is supreme. 

The letter from the dismissed physicians 
was addressed to Judge C. C. Kohlsaat, pres- 
ident of the board of trustees, and to the 
board. The other members of the board are: 
John McLaren, J. C. Downs, Joseph Downey, 
Judge Richard Tuthill, Dr. Henry Byford, 
Dr. John B. Murphy, Dr. William A. Evans, 
Edmund Burke, Austin Clement, Mrs. John 
C. Spry, and Mrs. Charles Fitzsimons. The 
letter charges: 

“In two years nineteen superintendents of 
nurses have been discharged. Inthe last two 
years, on two occasions, the entire staff has 
been dismissed.

Later the superintendent of the hos- 
pital. who was a physician, was dismissed. 
Now seven members of the staff have been 
sent away. In all these cases absolutely in- 
adequate reasons have been assigned and no 
hearings have been granted.“

“Interpreters of Life.” 
BY ELIA W. PEATTIE, 


RCHIBALD HENDERSON offers through 
the press of Mitchel Kennerley, a group 
of essays entitled “INTERPRET 
OF LIFE,” meaning in this instance Os- 
car Wilde, George Meredith, Maurice 

Maeterlinck, Henrik Ibsen, and Bernard Shaw. 
Mr. Henderson has not the technic bril- 
liance of Chesterton and Hunc..er nor the aca- 
demic flavor of Brownell and More, but main- 
‘tains a sort of middle ground in which he finds 
room for the play of his originalities, his 
learning, and his fine contrasts and conclu- 
sions. I do not hesitate to say that his chap- 
ters on Wilde are the best yet written and 
that for the first time the mysterious core of 
this man of genius and of paradox seems to be 
set out in view and to be made possible of 
understanding. To quote one paragraph from 
the seventy pages devoted to the subject, Mr. 
Henderson says: 


There is no room for doubt that Oscar Wilde was, as 
Nordau classed him, a pervert and a degenerate. And 
yet his case warrants distrust of the dictum that an art- 
ist's work and life are fundamentally indissociable. Wilde 
was a man not only of multiple personality but of meni- 
fest and disparate achievement. The style is not always 
the man, and the history of art and literature reveals not 
a few geniuses waose private life could not justly be 
eited in condemnation of their pietures, their poetry, or 
their prose. If Wilde's Ute were to be cited as the sole 
criterion of his works, then must they forever remain res 
tacenda in the republic of letters. It is indubitable that 
Wilde, with his frequently avowed doctrine of irresponsi- 
ble individualism and pagan insistence upon the untram- 
meled expansion of the ego, gave satcidal counsel to tae 
younger generation. He based his apostolate upon the 
paradox, and, as be bimeelf asserts, the paradox is al- 
ways dangerous. In his search for the elusive, the eva- 
pes¢ent, the imaginative, he found certain exquisite 
truths, but they were only partial and obscure truths, 
imbedded in a mass of charmingly phrased, yet damnably 
perverse, falsehood. Much of his verse—flagrant output 
of what Robert Buchanan maliciously crystallized in the 
damning phrase The Fleshly School of Poetry "—is a 
faithful reflex of his personality ana feeling, with its 
morbid and sensuous day dreams, its vain regrets for 
‘barren gain and bitter loss, its unhealthy and myopic 
vision, its obsession with the wanton and the macabre. 
And yet, in spite not only of these things but also of the 
persistent reminder of alien influences, certain of his 
poems are lit with the divine spark and Gtfully flame out 
with startling and disturbing luster. As an artist in 
words, as prosateur, Wilde was possessed of real gifts. 


aginative style, the union of simplicity and beauty, of 
phraseology with vague and sometimes almost meaningless 
gradations and shades of thought, als insight into the 
real meaning of art, his understanding of the thing as 
in itself it really is,'’ and bis rapt glimpses of art's holy 
of holies—all these things, at times and at intervals, 
were his. His faculty of imitation was caricature refined 
and sublimated to an infinite degree, and, with less real 
comprehension of the aracana of art, Wilde might have 
been the author of a transcendent * Borrowed Plumes.”’ 
And if he himself did not actually and literally masquer- 
ade in the literary garments of omer men certainly he 
possessed that rare faculty, now armost a lost art, of 
creeping into another’s personality, temporarily shedding 
the husk of self, and looking out upon the world with 
new and’ alien eyes. There lies, it would seem, the 
secret of his genius—the faculty of creative and imagina- 
tive interpretation in its ultimate refinement. He was 
ever the critic as artist, never the creator in the fine 
frenzy of creation. It has been said of him that he knew 
everything; in the last analysis his supreme fault, both 
as man and artist, was his arrogance and his overweening 
sense of superiority. Breaks down in Wilde's case—as 
does many another truism—tae maxim, Tout comprendre 
c'est tout pardonner. 


If Mr. Henderson is not as delighting in 
writing of Shaw as Mr. Chesterton was, he on 
the whole agrees with Mr. Chesterton in find- 
ing Shaw “alarmingly earnest,” although he 
wears “the gay cloak of bravado before the 
world.” His international fame rests,” ob- 
serves Mr. Henderson, “upon his generally 


stark reality.” Of Ibsen he observes: No 
extravagance lurks in the statement that Hen- 
rik Ibsen is the greatest Teutonic dramatist 
since Shakspeare and the greatest dramatist 
of any race or clime of our modern era.” He 
says that Maeterlinck “ heralds the dawn of a 
spiritual renascence.”

Mrs. T. P. O'Connor's 
Autobiography. 
BY JEANNETTE I. GILDER. 


HILE no big novel has stirred the read- 


ing world this week, theré are a num- 
ber of books just published or just 
Boing to be published that are as 
amusing or entertaining as the case 
may be, as any fiction. We have, for example, 


from Brentano’s, a book of reminiscences by 


the accomplished and vivacious wife of T. P. 
O'Connor, journalist and member of parlia- 
ment. Mrs. O'Connor calls her book, “I MY- 
SELF,” and, as the title implies, it is per- 
sonal as well as autobiographic. The motto 
printed on the fly leat is— ) 

“TI pour love’s wine and bid the world take part 

Around the purple altars of my heart.” 

Mrs. O’Connor, who, by the way, has recently 
salled from this country for England, is a most 
interesting and clever woman. She has not, 
however, I regret to say, had an altogether 
happy life, and the fault, if fault there be, is 
not hers. Mrs. O'Connor is a southerner and 
was born in Virginia. She had been married 
before she met Tay Pay” and at the time of 
her marriage, if I am not mistaken, was sup- 
porting herself by journalism.‘ One has only 
to see the portrait of Mrs, O'Connor by W. 
Strang, published as the frontispiece to this 
book, to realize that she is a very handsome 
woman. Beside being handsome she is clever 
and vivacious. 

The first part of Mrs. O’Connor’s book re- 
lates to her life in the south, and while it is 
written with the touch that a story writer 
might envy, it is perhaps not as interesting as 
further on when she becomes a part of Lon- 
don's literary life. Mrs. O'Connor was a widow 
when she came to New York, “that great cor- 
morant of a city of noise, and din, and greed, 
and hardness, and struggle.” She had a little 
child dependent upon her and only $50 in all 
the world. That any creature on earth was 
less equipped for a remorseless fight with the 
world than herself she cannot imagine. 

She took lodgings for herself and her little 
son in Fourteenth street, where she paid $4 a 
week for a large bedroom, which also served 
as a sitting room. Her meals she ate at a 
cheap boarding house across the street. She 
just- kept body and soul together by doing a 
little newspaper work and reading plays for 
A. M. Palmer, who was then the manager of 
the Union Square theater. About this time 
Mr. Palmer produced the “ Parisian Romance,” 
with Richard Mansfield as Baron Chevrial, in 
which play the actor made himself famous in 
one night. Mrs. O’Connor wrote a review of 
this play and sent it with a short note to Mr. 
Hurlbert of the World, who was so well pleased 
with it that he immediately engaged her as a 
reporter on that paper. That she was a woman 
made no difference in the nature of her work 
and she was sent about here, there, and every- 
where to write up whatever she was assigned 
to write. “Mr. Hurlbert,” she says, was a 
hard master, but a most profitable and inspir- 
ing one.” Her first big assignment was to go 
to the famous Vanderbilt fancy dress ball and 
write it up for the World. 

After working hard at journalism in New 
York Mrs. O'Connor went to London, and there 
she married “Tay Pay.” * 

During Mrs. O'Connqr's life in London, 
which Is still her home, she became acquaint- 
ed with a great many interesting people in 
politics and in literature. Among her most 
devoted friends were Mr. and Mrs. Labouchere, 
whose home was just out of London, at Twick- 
erham, where they lived in Pope’s villa.

OCAL art of the most admirable kind 

was revealed by Clarence Whitehill, dis-

Marcus Loew Gets 
Vaudeville Monopoly. 


New York, March 3.—([Special.]—-Marcus 
Loew has bought an interest in the vaudeville 
firm of William Morris Inc., taking over active 
control of all independent vaudeville theaters 
and bookings. After several weeks of negotia- 
tions the final papers were signed today. Mr. 
Morris will continue as an associate of Mr. 
Loew. 

This takes away the only rival to the United 
Booking Offices, sometimes known as the 
“ vaudeville trust,” and puts the entire vaude- 
ville business in the United States practically 
into the control of one association of man- 
agers. It probably will tend to reduce the 
salaries of vaudeville performers, on the one 
hand, and to remove the so-called “ black list” 
of actors who played Morris theaters and were, 
therefore, barred from those booked by the 
United Offices. 

Mr. Loew, even before this deal was com- 
pleted, controlled forty-fiVe vaudeyille theaters 
of his own, and now he will have charge of at 
least 100 more, including the American and 
Plaga in New York, the Fulton, Brooklyn; the 
American music hall, Chicago; the Princess, St. 
Louis; the Orpheum, Cincinnati, and many more 
in the south and west that were booked through 
the William Morrie offices in New York, @hi- 
cago, and London. : 

Until five or six years ago Mr. Loew was in 
the fur business. He started in tha amusement 
field with “penny arcades,” and then. with 
amusement parks. Next he took up motion 
picture theaters, gradually adding vaudeville 
acts to the entertainments he gave, until in a 
short time he had a popular priced vaudeville 
circuit covering a large part of the east. His 
theaters in New York include the National 
theater in the Bronx, the Seventh Avenue 
theater, the Sixth Avenue theater, now being 
built at Thirtieth street; the Lincoln Square, 
the Circle, and the Yorkville In Brooklyn he 
has the Columbia, the Royal, the Lyric, and 
tue Liberty.

LD Archduke and Archduchess Rainer 
of Austria have an adopted daughter, 
who at their death—they are octoge- 
narians and childless—will inherit all 
their immense wealth, including one 

of the stateliest palaces at Vienna and 
chateaux and castles scattered all over the 
dual empire. 

This adopted daughter, who is likewise 
their niece, although of morganatic birth, 
has just become Duchess della Grazia, 
through the accession of her husband to 
the honors and titles of his father. The 
dukedom was created by Charles II. of Spain 
in 1009, when a part of what is now the 
Italian kingdom was subject to the Spanish 
rulers, and the family was founded by Adin- 
olfo, who reigned at Lucca in the days when 
Desiré was the king of the Lombards. 

The late duke, who also bore the name of 
Adinolfo, was the only surviving son of 
the royal Frenth Duchesse de Berry and of 
Duke Hector della Grazia, who had been 


her household, first as gentleman in waiting 
and then as husband, was, as Count Lucchesi- 
Palli, a member of the diplomatic service 
of the kingdom of Naples, acting as secre- 
tary of legation at The Hague. 

The Duchesse de Berry, whose first hus- 
band, a son of Charles X. of France, was 
murdered in 1820 at the Opera in Paris, a 
few months later gave posthumous birth 
to a son, in whose favor King Charles abdi- 
cated at the time of the July revolution In 
1830, but who, was only permitted to reign 
for twenty-four hours, as Henry V. of 
France, before being compelled to quit the 
country, along with his mother and grand- 
father. 

Throughout his life, which came to a elose 
twenty years ago, he was known first as 
the Duke of Bordeaux and then as the Comte 
de Chambord, and made his home at Frohs- 
dorff, in Austria, now in the possession of his 
grandnephew, Don Jaime, Legitimist pre- 
tender to the throne of Spain, and from 
whence during nearly half a century he di- 
rected the Royalist party in France, of 
which he was the chief. 


ili 
In 1883 the Duchesse de Berry landed in 
Brittany to lead an insurrection in behalf of 
her young son against the government of 
King Louis Philippe. The scheme was mis- 
managed, and the duchess was betrayed into 
the hands of the government for $100,000 by 
her secretary, a man of the name of Deutz, 
who afterwards died as a multimillionaire 
in England, under the name of Goldsmid, 
having turned the money given him ‘for 
his treachery by Premier Thiers, witha 
pair of fire tongs, to good account. 
While captive in the Chateau de Blaye 
as a prisoner of state she gave birth toa 
little girl, who died a few weeks later, and 
then for the first time it was revealed that 
she had some time previously, on Dec. 14, 
1831, contracted at Rome a secret marriage 
with her chamberlain, then Count Hector 
Lucches!i-Palli, afterwards Duke della Gra- 
zia. 
The ceremony was performed.by the Jesuit 
priest, Father Rozaven, while the nuptial 
mass was solemnized by Cardinat de Rohan. 
Records of this ceremony are preserved in 
the archives of the vatican, and establish the 
existence of the secret marriage, which re- 
peatedly has been denied by Royalists and 
Republicans alike, notably by the Comtesse 
de Boigne in her scurrilous memoirs. 
The Royalists, indeed, were so angry 
when they heard the duchess had given birth 
to a child in the Chateau de Blaye that they 
abandoned her cause, While ex-King Charles 
X. availed himself of his rights as chief of 
the royal house of France to deprive her of 
the care and guardianship of her son Henry, 
Comte de Chambord, tn punishment of her 
grave politica) indiscretion. 

The Duchesde de Berry, on her release from 
the Chateau de Blaye, proceeded first to 
Naples and then to Venice, where she lived 
happily with her Neapolitan husband, who 
had meanwhile become Prince of Campo- 
franco and Duke della Grazia. There she 
gave birth toseveral other children—namely: 
a son and three daughters. 

Two of the latter survive. One is married 
to old Prince Massimo, hereditary postmaster 
general to the papacy and head of the so- 
called black or clerical ariatocracy at Rome, 
while the other surviving one, Clementine, ts 
married to Count Zileri dal Verme. 


~o 
The late Duke Adinolfo de la Grazia was 
the only son of this second marriage of the 
Duchesse de Berry, made his home at his 
chateau of Brunnsee, in the Austrian prov- 
ince of Styria, and at his lovely Vendramin! 
palace, at Venice, and bore a striking resem- 
blance to his half-brother, the late Comte 
de Chambord, from whom he differed tn that 
he was not lame. 
Of the duke’s children a son and a daughter 
have married into the German princely house 
of Salm, the younger sen, Peter, has wedded 
the royal Princess Beatrice of Bourbon, 
daughter of the last sovereign Duke of Par- 
ma, while the eldest son and successor to 
all the honors and estates, as T have men- 
tioned above, is married to the adopted 
daughter of ee and Archduchess 
Rainer of Austria. 
Her name was Maria von Walfeck, and 
she was the only child of the late Archduke 
Henry and of his actress wife, Leopoldine 
Hoffman, whom he married in defiance of 
the emperor’s prohibition. They spent the 
first nineteen years of their married life 
abroad, in exile, mostly in Switzerland 
Ultimately, through the intercession of 
Empress Elizabeth, they were pardoned, and 
a few months later ea complete reconciliation 
took place, the emperor inviting the arch- 
duke to visit Vienna with his wife and daugh- 
ter. They arrived in the capital, m which 
the archduke had not set foot for nearly 
twenty years, and took up their residence at 
the Hote} Sacher, the archduke immediately 
calling upon the emperor, who restored to 
him all his honors and dignities and con- 
ferred upon his wife and daughter,the titles 
of Waldeck.

STATE PRISONERS 


City Official Sends Word They 
Will Not Be Admitted There 
in the Future. 


BOARD BILL IS CAUSE. 


County’s Failure to Pay $149,- 
469 Due for Keep of Inmates 
Brings Action. 


Repeated refusals of the county commis- 
sioners to pay a board bill amounting to 
nearly $140,469 led the city yesterday to direct 
that no more state prisoners be sent to the 
house of correction.

Washington, D. C., March 8.—[Special.]— 
Ine organized cold storage business, of which 
Chicago is the most important center in the 
world, will be revolutionized if congress 
passes a bill recommended today by the sen- 
ate committee on manufactures. Senator 
Heyburn, chairman of the committee, said 
he would press its consideration as soon as 
the new congress assembles. : 

The billbis a sequel of mvestigations which 
determined that an important factor in the 
advance in cost of foods is the manipulation 
of market prices by holding vast quantities 
of perishable commodities in refrigeration 
So as to create an artificial scarcity of the 
fresh article. Sop 

The measure proposes to fix as the maxi- 
mum period of the storage of various foods 
from one-fifth to one-half the present maxi- 
mum. The indications are that it will be 
stubbornly opposed by the Chicago packers 
and their special representatives in Washing- 
ton, Senator Lorimer and Congressman Mc- 
Dermott. 

The regulation sought is merely of cold 
storage products which enter into interstate 
commerce, but the law, if enacted, will serve 
as a model for state and municipal regula- 
tions. An attempt to regulate cold storage 
in Chicago several years ago was frustrated 
by the pressure brought to bear on the city 
council by packers and other refrigerating 
interests.

Features of the Bill. 

The principal provisions of the bill follow: 

Any article of food held in storage for more 
than the specified period of time, or which 
shall have been removed from and returned 
to storage, shall be deemed adulterated. 

Every article of food so stored shall be 
labeled with the date of killing, packing, 
manufacturing, and storing. Lack of label 
shall be deemed misbranding under the pure 
food act. 

Foods must be stored in heakhy, sanitary 
condition and sold only in frozen condition. 

Offenders against the provisions of the 
act are subject to a fine of from $100 to $5,000 
and imprisonment of from six months to ten 
years. ; 

The report says it is a common practice to 
supply the market with the oldest contents 
of the warehouses, the fresh products being 
withheld. 

Inferior Eggs Are Sold. 

No eggs,“ it continues, should be placed 
in colé storage that are produced during the 
hot months. Such eggs as are produced dur- 
ing warm months will not, under the most 
favorable conditions, remain fit for use over 
three months and that more often in less than 
a month they are unfit for human food. 

“A large trade exists in broken and inferlfor 
eggs. These eggs are placed in barrele and 
frozen at any time of the year, and often 
regardless of the condition of the eggs. Thou- 
sands of tons of this product are continually 
in cold storage and are known by the name of 
cooking eggs, and by other names given 
them as a disguise.

Suit Is Begun in Cleveland 


Against Thirty-five Con- 
cerns Making Lights. 


Is POWERFUL MONOPOLY. 


Exorbitant Profits by Restraint 
of Trade Charged by the 
Government. 


Cleveland, O., March 3.—The United States 
government began here today a fight against 
what is alleged to be one of the most powerful 
and complete monopolies in the country, 
when suit was filed against thirty-five eon- 
cerns engaged in the manufacture of incan- 
descent electric lights. 

The National Electric Lamp company, 
which has its headquarters here, and the 
General Electric company of New York are 
named as two of the defendants and are 
charged with being the keystone of a trust 
which has ramifications in every state in the 
union. 

According to the government’s petition the 
defendant companies are banded. together in 
@ conspiracy in restraint of trade and already 
have gained control of 97 per cent of the coun- 
try’s supply of electric lights. 

Controls Electric Lamp Output. 

The trust is alleged to have had its origin 
soon after 1694, the year in which the United 
States patents on carbon filament incan- 
descent lamps expired. By 1906 a combina- 
tion known as the Independent Lamp Manu- 
facturers’ association is charged with hav- 
ing obtained control of the lamp output and 
with having fixed prices, allotted business, 
ana prescribed rules of sale for its members. 

The General Electric company of New York 
is stated to have owned 75.2 per cent of the 
stock in this combination, which is accused 
of obtaining exorbitant profits by restraining 
trade and forcing high prices. 

The petition asserts that the profits of the 
combination as paid in dividends were $50,000 
in 1904, $260,000 in 1909, and $300,000 in 1910. 
Last year the company is said to have held 
$1,439,158 as an undivided surplus. The 
capital is now listed at $5,000,000. 

The extent of the industry which is thus 
brought under fire in the government’s anti- 
trust campaign is shown in the statement 
that approximately 40,000,000 lamps are sold 
in this country every year for an aggregate 
purchasing amount of $18,000,000.

AIMS 10 SAVE BY EFFICIENCY | 


Rock Island to Standardize and 
Systematize Office. Work. 


WILL TEST 
Members of Committee to Investigate 
Big Centers of the Road. 


ALL METHODS. 


The doctrines of increasing railroad et- 
ficiency by scientific systems have found a 
new foothold in the management of the Rock 
Island railway. Annoucement was made 
yesterday of the appointment of an “‘efficien- 
cy committee, whose function will be to 
investigate, standardize, and systematize of- 
fice work and methods throughout the entire 
system of the road, with the object of in- 
creasing their efficiency. 

The appointment of the committee is in 
accordance with a policy of standardization 
adopted by the Rock Island over a year ago, 
and the new committee, which is officially 
called the accounting committee, is the 
third which has been established since that 
time. 


Le Roy Kramer, assistant to the second vice 
president, is to be chairman of the committee, and 
the other members include F. D. Reed, ass stant to 
the vice president, in charge of purchases; L. K. 
Luff, auditor of disbursements; E. S. Gentle, 
district accountant; and F. J. Easley, superin- 
tendent. The members of the committee believe 
that by establishing uniform standards of office 
methods they will bé able to save for the road 
at least a part of the million dollars a day At- 
torney Brandeis accused the roads of wasting. 


Iowa-Chicago Rates Investigated. 


Recent advances in freight rates on packing 
house products from interior Iowa points to Chi- 
‘cago were investigated during the day by Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner E. E. Clark at o 
hearing in the Federal building. 

The case arose’ on complaint of T. M. Sinclair 
& Co. of Cedar Rapids against the St. Paul and 
twenty-eight other western lines. Sydney E. 
Sinclair. president of the company, told the ccm- 
missioner that the advance still further increased 
the advantage of the big packers over the smal! 
independents, and that if the advance were per- 
mitted the meat packing business would be no 
longer profitable for his concern. 

Mr. Sinclair’s complaint was based on the fact 
that the 11 cent rate on live hogs from Iowa points 
to his plant, plus the 18% cent rate on meat from 
Cedar Rapids to Chicago, was higher than that 
paid by the big packers either on meat, or pack- 
ing house products, or live stock, from the Mis- 
souri river to Chicago. He also said that the in- 
terior Iowa packer works under a higher combd/na- 
tion of freight rates on everything used in his 
business per ton per mile than obtains in any part 
of the United States.

ETTELSON URGES 
UTILITIES BILL 


Proposes Two Commissions to 
Control Public Service 
Companies in State. 


ONE FOR CHICAGO ALONE. 


Measure Similar in Provision to 
One Killed in Senate at 
Last Session. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, In.. March 3.—[Special. State 
control of all public utility corporations by 
the medium of the double commission sys- 
tem, is provided for in the bill introduoed to- 
day by Senator Samuel A. Ettelson of Chi- 
cago. 

The bill is modeled directly after the exist- 
ing New York act and is identical in most of 
its materjal provisions with Senator Ettel- 
son's bill iin the last session which died in 
the senate. 

The proposition is to have one commission 
in Chicago and one for the downstate. The 
mayor of Chicago is empowered to name the 
city board and the governor is to select the 
downstate board. These commissions are 
to have control of railroad companies, street 
railway companies, gas companies, electric 
light companies, telephone companies, and 
all private corporations engaged in furnish- — 
ing service to the general public. 


Two Other Utilities Measures. 

The measure is not perfected in many of 
| its sections due, as Senator Ettelson ex- 
plains, to the senate rule limiting the date 
for the introduction wf bills. He expects to 
add to it when neceseary as it is progressing 
through the legislature. It is not known 
yet whether the bill is to carry the label of 
the administration measure.” 

A public utilities bill drawn by some of the 
experts in corporation law at the University 
of Illinois will be introduced early next weer 
by Senator John M. Chamberlain of East 
St. Louis. 

At least one other utilities measure is on 
its way. Representative Rawleigh of Free- 
port has introduced a bill which he claims 
ie unanimously supported by the Ijlinois 
Mayors’ association. 

The understanding is that an attempt will 
be made to compromise the Ettelson senate 
bill and the Rawleigh house bill.

‘Prospect of a Special Session 


Gives Money Market Out- 
look an Easier Tone. 


BIG YEAR FOR BISCUIT. 


Net Earnings for Last Fiscal Pe- 
riod Best National Has 
Ever Enjoyed. 


With the prospect of a special? session of 
congress, the money market outlook assumes 
ap eesier aspect. This in turn may continue 
the present activity in bonds, but will not be 

to the securitines Ust. 

It is easily seen that with a Democratic 
lower house the tariff question will be re- 
opened and should that happen, as many 
financiers believe, there would follow a period 
of uncertainty in which the demand for 
money for business or bull speculation would 
be necessarily small. The history of tariff 
discussion, with a prospective revision, al- 
ways has had the unvarying tendency to halt 
business activity. 

The party which wil! be in power in the next 
low house will not, it is thought, stop wth 
reciprocity but reopen the whole matter of 
tariff echedules, This will result in er- 
tainty as to what may eventually become a 
law and until the uncertainty shall have been 
removed the industries affected by imports 
will live from hand te mouth. 

There will be use for but a Mmited amount 
of money while the uncertainty lasts and as 
deposits pile up in the banks interest rates 
will be correspondingly affected. 


Firmer Money Rates Expected. 

In the local money market there is at pres- 
ent some irregularity, with a number of the 
banks anticipating firmer rates over the next 
six weeks. The natura! growth in business in 
normal times takes care of the normal in- 
crease in wealth as represented in loanable 


funds at the banks. 
For the time being therefore, nothing under 4 
cent locally may be expected, with most loans 
made at a minimum of 4% per cent. 

An officer of one of the large trust companies in 
Speaking of the situation at the bank with which 
he ig connected said:

I find several other 
large banks have loaned up freefy against their 
tporease in ts, so that I can see no occa- 
gion for a break within the next Ax weeks.”
